CKIPI-LE CREEK, April 30.—The horror 


and awf illness of the fire yesterday and 
last night can hardly be told. The loss of 
life and destruction of property seems to 
have occurred in a moat needless way. 
The suffering of the homeless people is 


{ pitiable beyond description, 


I 
The reckless use of dynamite seems to 


be responsible for much of the horror. 


j While tbe fire was raging special trains 


I from Victor and Gillette brought miners 
with st'cks of dynamite ready to use 
wherever they thought it was needed. 
Dynamite was more common than water 
at an ordinary big city fire and its lavish 
use was productive of many fatalities. 


The Palace hotel containing 300 rooms 


was one of the first places attacked, and 
from the awful results there was appar- 
ently no warning of the impending explo- 
sion given. 
As tbe walla tottered in 


response to a tremendous charge of giant 
powder the air was filled with the shrieks 
of dying men who had been caught in the 
rooms and dragged down iu tbe wreck. 
The wreckers were driven back by the 
flames rolling over the site of the hotel 
and before they could give aid the dyna- 
miters fled to save their own lives. The 
loss of life at the hotel is merely a matter 
of conjecture. 


The first national bank, the leading In- 


stitution of the district, was without facil- 
ities for holding 1150.000 deposits intrusted 
to it. Since last Friday it has occupied 
temporary quarters, and the explosions 
of dynamite leave nothing of this to be 
recovered. The Bimetallic bank burned 
like tinder also. 


Parties of men went about using dyna- 


mite indiscriminately. All aorta of build- 
ings were blown up. A party opposing 
the dynamite fire fighters almost got into 
a riot nith tho users of explosives, and 
while so engaged the fire got its great 
start. 


Thousands of homeless people shivered 


about the camp fires through the night or 
VFcindered amongst the ruins of the once- 
prosperous city. The cold was severe and 
snow fell toward morning. 


During the night the scene presented 


was indescrible. 
Standing on the hill 


beyond the burned district to the west the 
picture was one of a mass of steam rising 
from the huge bowl-like valley where 
tbe town had stood. 


Everywhere along the thoroughfare can 


be seen the work of dynamite in the shape 
of grett masses of kindling wood. A 
company of the Colorado National Guard 
is on duty in the unburned district. All 
night fires kept starting up on places 
where the residents blew the houses up. 
Mo water was to be had in that portion of 
the city. It is reported that a man caught 
setting lire to a dwelling on capital hill 
was shot by a resident just as Floyd 
Thompson shot and killed a firebug yes- 
terday. 


Mayor Doyle of Victor, near by, has em- 


ployed two fire wardens for every business 
block of that city as it has been rumored 
that fire bugs are after Victor too. 


The total loss of yesterday's fire is esti- 


mated at $1,500,000, insured for ?500,000. 
All the local newspapers, banks, express 
offices, .ind nearly all the stores, restau- 
rants and lodging houses are wiped out.

Ust (all Oloutt learned of the projf-rt of 
opening a lodging hmiw and applied for a 
woik incase the enlrrpri1— wese under- 
takyri. 
Xo definite arrangement was 


made, but when Mi. Allen brought his 
family t'rom New York he was met at the 
station by Olcutt, who took hold and 
helped the family rattle in theii- new 
home. He was handy and obliging and 
when the ludpng house was opened he 
was given employment, and, AS stated 
above, he proved to be a useful man about 
the establishment all winter. 


About three weeks ago an incident oc- 


curred which win not patticlarly pleas- 
ant. One diy Oloutt drew a knife and 
began to a- 1 strangely. Suddenly he fell 
to the floor, into which he plunged his 
knife vigorously and repeatedly, as it con- 
tending with a despe: ate foe. Mr. Allen 
and the inmates of the lodging house 
were altfmed, supposing the man had be- 
come violently insane. The officers were 
notified and Oloutt was taken to the po- 
lice station where he was examined by a 
physician who thought he was suffering 
from apoplexy. He soon recovered and 
wes releowed, and although he was not 
regularly reinstated, he still remained 
with Mr. A'loii for a few dsys and then 
disapp?ared.

unusual, but which seem to be demanded 
by public inteie-,N. It i> impossible to 
m^ke any p^imaticnt improvement. iu 
o*nr highways without a steam road roller. 
The 'ji-ge outlays that nre being made by 
the commonwealth tu build good roads 
have made it 'ir.pur.itive that cities of the 
size and 
importance of North Adams 


should do something on their part to keep 
pm.e nith the improvements projected by 
the state. Our first stop in this direction 
should be the purchase of a steam road 
roller. 
This will cost $3,500. The next 


step is to increase the appropriations for 
highways. These have been increased by 
the sum of $10,000 over those of List j ear. 


The recent floods in the swamp district 


and elsewhere have made it apparent to 
every one that there must be an increased 
outlay for surface sewers. 
A surface 


sewer for Main street will cost $4,200, and 
similar seweis for Ashland street, Wash- 
ington avenue, Chestnut, Spring, Cherry 
and Dover streets will cost |6,500 more. 


Another needed improvement is a police 


telegraph system such as is in successful 
operation in other cities of the state. 
When a system of this kind is installed it 
will be possible to register automatically 
the movements of every policeman on his 
beat and to signal from any point to the 
central station either by au officer or by 
any citizen requiring assistance. 


I have examined tbe various systems 


and herewith submit a letter and a blank 
contract from the Gamewell Police Tele- 
graph company, and recommend the pur- 
chase and adoption of their police tele- 
graph system. This will cost $4,500. 


The adoption of this system will make 


it possible to render effective service with 
a small number of men. 
No other city in 


the state has less than one policeman to 
every 1000 inhabitants, but I feel that with 
a goad police telegraph system 
our 


present force will be adequate for onr 
needs for some time. 


I desire also to call attention to tbe fact 


that tbe list of appropriations as reported 
covers a period embracing the next fifteen 
months, from January to January, and 
having a gap ot three months unprovided 
for. 
If this course is pursued the appro- 


priations hereafter will need only ta be 
made for twelve months and tbe aggre- 
gate will be smaller.

CONNECTS THE BRAIN. " 


Che tittle Orgu That Ennblei tbe Hem* 


lipheret to Act In Harmony. 


Near the base of every well organized 


human brain there is situated B curious 
little spongy body called the corptw cal- 
losnm. The existence ot this peculiar or- 
gan, If organ, it may properly be called, at 
tho base of the thought laboratory has 
been known to the physiologists, anato- 
mists and neurologists for soverol centu- 
ries, but np to a period comparatively re- 
cent it hoe defied the efforts ot the scien- 
tists in their endeavors to ascertain its 
uses In the human anatomy. Like the 
vermiform appendix, the thyroid gland, 
tho tonsils and the spleen, this corpus cnl- 
losum was long bellflfed to be an organ 
absolutely useless. But nineteenth cen- 
tury study and Investigation have let in a 
flood of light on many subjects heretofore 
considered "dark, deep aud unfathom- 
able," and tho mystery of this little body 
in the brnin is only one of the many that 
hove been cleared up. It is now known 
that the two so called "hemispheres" of 
tho brain, hod they no means ot intercom- 
munication, would each bo perfect and 
Separate brains, the one absolutely inde- 
pendent of the other. But they have a 
mode of intercommunication, and that 
means is furnished by tho once supposed 
to ba useless corpus callosuru. 


This all important little organ consists 


at a double chain of white nerve fibers and 
it is through these that the two portion* 
(hemispheres) of the brain are enabled to 
act in harmony by* being continually 
brought into anatomical and physiological 
relations With each other. Several years 
ago n well known Philadelphia pliysiciKn 
and surgeon, Dr. A. H. Stevens, made tho 
announcement that in hi? bolief the corpus 
callosum was the seat of the soul. His 
peculiar ideas were given quito an Hiring 
through tbe press at that time, but tho 
whole theory fell pretty flat when Dr. A. 
F. Sawyer of Sun Francisco proved that u 
certain west coast worthy had survived 20 
years after having the onttiro corpus cal- 
losum shot out of his thought tank and 
that another had lived 11 years after sus- 
taining a similar injury. The psycholo- 
gists were pretty well agreed that a man's 
lite would terminate the moment his soul 
made Its exit on the lead of a pistol car- 
tridge. It was theso well attested cases of 
men living after losing the corpus callosum 
that caused Dr. Stevens' "soul theory" 
to relapso into obscurity.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

The Ohio Man's Forces Believed To Have

Springfield, 111., April 30.— It is nip 


»nd tuck in the republican state con- 
vention to-day between the supporters 
and opponents of the McKinley in- 
structions with the chances, unless 
there is another change in the situa- 
tion, in favor of the opposition. There 
was a time on the floor of the conven- 
tion yesterday afternoon when the 
machine was inclined to admit its de- 
feat. This wus before the second bal- 
lot for lieutenant governor had been 
ordered. The closeness of the contest 
for this nomination, however, enabled 
the an'i-McKinleyites and Cnllomitos 
to mak« a number of deals with unin- 
st meted delegates and some of those 
whose conventions had simply indorsed, 
instead of instructing for the Ohio 
candidate, and this morning they are 
pursuing the same tactics with the sup- 
porter^ of candidates for other offices 
yet to lie chosen. They are strength- 
ened in their position, moreover, by tho 
development that the committee on 
delegates to the national convention, 
the members o£ which were selected 
at the meetings of the various con- 
gressional district delegations, turned 
out to be overwhelmingly anti-McKin- 
ley, the tickets elected by votes rang- 
ing' from 18 to :> and 19 to 3, being com- 
posed of ex-Gov. Fifcr of Bloomington, 
William Penn Nixon and It. W. Patter- 
son of Chicago, and David Littler of 
Sprinp field. Mayor Swift of Chicago 
received but five votes, Gen. McNulta, 
the Chicago McKinley leader but three, 
while ex-Gov. Oglesby was shelved by 
unanimous consent on the ground of 
his advanced age and physical infirmi- 
ties. 


Contention! of IMcUinleyltes. 


The friends of ex-Gov. McKinley 


insist, however, that the make-up of 
this body has no bearing on the ulti- 
mate result, inasmuch as the votes of 
this nnd other committees were par- 
celled out with the view of giving each 
county a fair showing on all commit- 
tees rather than with reference to an 
expression of opinion on prcsidental 
preferences, a nd they point to the fact 
that the committee on resolutions 
selected in the same way and at the 
same district meetings contains two 
friends of .McKinley to every opponent., 
At th<' same time they are forced to ad- 
mit that under the influence of Sena- 
tor Cnllom's arguments and pleadings, 
some of the instructed delegations are 
getting restive and inclined to break 
away. This was clearly evidenced in 
the cuse of the delegation from Sanga- 
mon 1'ounty, Seaator Cullom's home. It 
had been given ironclad MeKinley in- 
structions but nevertheless by a vote 
of 3i to 20, it sent a Cullom delegate to 
the committee on national delegates. 


' Total of First Oar's Work. 


The nomination of Capt. J. R. Tan- 


ser of Clay county for governor on the 
first ballot, and of William A. Xorth- 
cott of Greenville, for lieutenant gov- 
erno" on the second ballot, was the 
sum and total of the work accomplished I 
by the convention in a session of nearly !

Mmtpelier, Vt., April 30. — The ac- 


tion of the republican convention in 
adopting a rcsci'ntion declaring Mc- 
Kinley to be the first choice of Ver- 
mont republicans for the presidency 
was not prearranged but a spontane- 
ous move. The motion later to lay the 
resolution on the table and which was 
passed was done with the intention of 
preventing it from being referred to 
the resolution^ committee and being 
embodied in the platform. The resolu- 
tion, which read as follows, was pre- 
sen'ed by 11 r. Henry of Chester: 
"^ hile we recognize the wisdom of the 
precedent which has heretofore sent 
our delegates to national conventions 
without tying their hands with posi- 
tive instructions, and would not break 
that precedent, yet we feel we will be 
unlruc representatives of those who 
sent us here did we fail to give voice 
to their convictions; therefore, be it 
retolved, that in the great apostle of 
protection, William Mclvinley of Ohio, 
we recognize the first choice of the re- 
publicans of Vermont for their presi- 
dential candidate." 
The platform de- 


clared for sound money, protection, re- 
ciprocity and a firm foreign policy 
based upon the Jtonroo doctrine. The 
following delegates at large were 
elected: Senator Proctor, Dr. H. D. 
Holton of lirattlcboro, Col. Smith of 
St. Albans and Charles A. Prouty of 
Newport. The alternates selected were 
Phillip K. Gleed of Morrisville, James 
F. Pollard of Chester, Martin F. Allen 
ot Ferrisburg and Dr. L. W. Ilubbard 
of Lyndon. 


Favor MoKinley.

Hi* Action In Sparing the Lhrea of the H«-

London, April 30. — The action of 


President Kruger in commuting the 
sentence of death imposed upon tt»e 
leaders of the Johannesburg Reform 
Union, although such action was con- 
fidently expected, has caused a most 
kindly feeing: to prevail in official cir- 
cles for the ISoers, and it is confidently 
believed that closer and more friendly 
relations will henceforth exist between 
England and the Transvaal govern- 
ment. Just how far President Kruger 
intends to extend his clemency to the 
convicted men is not knoivn, but it is 
confidently believed their terms of im- 
prisonment will not be long. 


The Judge Gave Them Itoyie. 


Even the judge who passed sentence 


upon the men expressed the hope that 
the sentence would not be carried out. 
He said he Jiad no option but to pass 
sentence according to the Koman- Dutch 
law. lie said that although Dr. Jame- 
son must have come into the country 
against the wish of the prisoners and 
for his own purpose or for the purposes 
of the British Chartered South African 
company, the fact remained that ho 
came to the border at the invitation of 
the reform committee, and if they had 
not invited him there would not have 
been an inroad in another country. 
Could the prisoners reasonably expect 
mercy for such a serious crime as high 
treason ? However, he said he hoped 
that the executive would exercise the 
same degree of clemency towards the 
prisoners that he had shown at the 
beginning of the year. John Hays 
Hammond's physician stood by him 
while the sentence of death was being 
pronounced. Hammond was weak in 
health, but firm and strong in spirit, 
and showed not the slightest sign of 
fear. 


Kruger on the Judgment. 


A dispatch from Pretoria under yes- 


terday's date gives 
the substance 


of an interview with President Kru- 
ger. in which the Boer president said 
in regard to the sentences passed upon 
the leaders of the Johannesburg Ee- 
form union that he was earnestly 
weighing in his mindth,e developments 
of the day. He trusted, he added, that 
the people of Johannesburg would 
calmly await the decision of the gov- 
ernment. The judgment of the court 
would be presented to the executive in 
writing on April 30, when the matter 
would be promptly dealt with. 


No Previous Agreement. 


Pretoria, April 30. — The state attor- 


ney has officially denied the statement 
that any agreement had been made in 
accordance with which lighter penal- 
ties would be imposed upon the leaders ' 
in the reform movement in considera- j 
tion of their pleading guilty to the 
charges against them. 


K racer' s Diplomatic Gnue. 


Washington, April 30. — The impres- 


sion holds at the state department that 
President Kruger will hold the sen- 
tence of imprisonment over the heads 
of Rhodes, Hammond and their asso- 
ciates in order to force the hand of 
Chamberlain and the British govern- 
ment and compel the acceptance of 
whatever terms he may name in the 
settlement of the differences between 
Great Britain and the Transvaal. 


Olney Working for Hammond. 


Washington, April 
30. — Secretary 


Olney is in telegraphic communication 
with the British foreign office with re- 
gard to securing the most favorable 
treatment of Hammond by the Boer 
authorities. This line of action is made 
necessary by the fact that the United 
States government has no diplomatic 
officer near the South African repub- 
lic, its only representative being a con- 
sular agent at Johannesburg anl a 
vice consul at Cape Town. Vice Con. 
sill Knight wired that he would send 
further particulars of the commutation 
of the death sentence, but did not do 
so for the reason, undoubtedly, as 
shown in the United Press dispatches 
from London, that the clemency grant- 
ed was indefinite and did not indicate 
how far the commutation went.

Farther Details of tho Capture of the 


American Bohooner by a Spanish 0nn-> 


boat—First Berions Insurgent 


Reverse In Many Weeks. 


Havana, April 30.—-Spanish officials 


are, in high spirits over the capture, by 
the Spanish gunboat Mesagera, near 
Berracos, of the American schooner 
Competitor, with arms and ammuni- 
tion for the insurgents, and the cap- 
tain and crew of the gunboat will fce 
feted and handsomely rewarded for 
the important service they have ren- 
dered the government. This is really 
the first important success the Spani- 
ards have gained against the insurgents 
in many weeks, and their rejoicing cau- 
not be wondered at. Further details 
of the capture of the Competitor show 
that a detachment of guerrillas cap- 
tured thirty-two boxes of ammunition 
which had already been landed and 
took two prisoners, apparently Ameri- 
cans. 
Shortly after discovering the 


schooner the gunboat opened fire upon 
her, killing three of her company. 
Many others of those on board there- 
upon sprang into the water and swam 
ashore. The fire of the gunboat was 
returned by the Competitor. Among 
those who took to the water was the 
leader Laborde, who was captured, 
however, before he could reach the 
ehore. 
Speedy Trial for Them. 


The persons who -were captured on 


board the schooner and those who 
were taken in the water while attempt- 
ing to swim ashore have been lodged 
in Morro castle. They will be tried by 
a naval court martial. The naval 
commander is absent in Manzanillo 
and Captain-General Weyler, who is 
impatient for the trial of the prison- 
ers, has requested him to delegate his 
authority to another official in order 
that the proceedings be not delayed.

Jsewbnrgh, N. Y., April 30.—Abram 


S. Casstdy, who shot himself last even- 
ing, death resulting, was ex-mayor of 
this city and a well known lawyer. He 
was born in Rockland county in 18S3, 
was admitted to the bar iu 1837 
and was district attorney of Orange 
county from 1803 to 1806. He had beeu 
president of tho board of education, 
also corporation counsel, and a director 
of the Qnasaick bank for twenty years.
